II is Bpeecb was a triumph of art
mingled with hnmor, pathos and
aptness of reference so deftly- - that
the two hundred odd guests who
joined the lord mayor in honoring
him were ctrried off their feet.
The preparations for Mark's visit
were on a royal scale.

The banquet to-nig- was one
of the largest civic affairs ever
held in Liverpool. The lord mayor,
toasting the king and President
Roosevelt, said that the privilege
of honoring a man who had
brought bo much happiness into
the world marked a red-lette- r day
in the annals of the city.

'Dr. A. W. Corner.
The Anaconda (Mont.) Stan

dard in referring to the death of
Dr. A. W. Corner at that place
recently, who was a son of Mr.
aud Mrs. A. C. Corner of Laddo-ni- a,

this county, said: '
Dr. A. W. Corner, one of best

kuown physicians in the city of
Butto, died shortly after U o'clock
last night in hia apartments on the
fourth floor of the Owsley block,
of blood poisoning The doctor
had been ill only a few days; criti
cally to since Thursday afternoon.
Ten days ago he was called to at-

tend a case of septicaemia, and
from either a scratch or crack in
one of his thumbs he was infected
with the poison. Ha did not no-

tice the injury at the time and in
his hurry in attending another pa-

tient probably forgot all about it.
A day or two later symptoms of
blood poisoning developed and he
treated the wound apparently suc-

cessfully. Later, it became trou
blesome, and Thursday afternoon
his condition xuddenly became
critical. Drs. Uorst and Schapps
were early called in the case,' and
all yesterday and last evening
were ably assisted! by a number of
other physicians of this city. All
of these efforts were fa tile, how-

ever. .

Dr. Corner h&d been practicing
in Butte for about six years, aud
waa recognized as one of the most
successful physicians of the city.
One of Li ftilows said of him last
uiglt, just a litUe before the end
came:

"I Live practiced with Dr. Cor- -

ntr evi r fcitcc Le Lfl been in tie
suuf. 1 tuvcr wen on many test:

with him in consultation, and 1

found bim always showing the
spirit to give the man who was
with him the better of the deal. I
have known him times without
number to be called from his office
when interests of humanity de-

manded, and I have never known
bim to stop and ask the question
whether the patient was rich or
poor. He never refused to go
where l was needed and the med-
ical profession will sustain an ir-

reparable loss in his death. We
can ill afford to lose him."

Dr. Corner was born in Mis-
souri. Ho secured his degree in
the medical department of Wash-
ington university, St. Louis, and
after experience in the hospitals
and in private work in St. Louis
he came to Montana and took np
his practice. During his residence
here he waa successful and fre-qnedt- ly

took post graduate work
in ' the leading colleges of the
country.

Dr. Corner was married during
his residence in Montana, his
bride beiug Miss Belle Cory, of
Helena, the only daughter of
David A. Cory. No children were
born to them. Their home life
has been of the happiest.

The doctor was a member of th e
state medical society and the Sil-

ver Bow medical society. He was
also a member of the Fraternal
Brotherhood, being an examining
physician for one of the Butte
lodges. He had n wide eircle of
friends among the laymen as well
as the medical profession and
there is genuine grief over the
death of a man who was loved by
hundreds of people in Butte for
the good work be has accomplished
during the years he has resided in
this city.

JUDGE WILFLEY.

A Former Audrain Boy
Gives o Lesson in Law
Enforcement.

Washington, July 11. Shang-
hai has been purged of the social
evil by Judge Wilfley of the Dis-

trict Court of China. Judge Wil-fle- y

wpb formerly of St. Louis. He
has dealt ruthlessly with the dis-

reputable Americans in that city.
He has placed all the gamblers in
jail, driven evil women from the
city and disbarred from practice
several nnsavory lawyers.

Virtually all the gamblers and
evil women in Shanghai claimed to
be Americans, with the result that
Americans were looked upon as
the worst element in the Orient!
The strict enforcement of the law
by Judge Wililey has removed thia
impression. He was' strongly op-

posed in bis conduct, both at home
aud abroad, and many complaints
against him were made to the
State Department.

A confidential report relating to
the cleaning up of Shanghai has
been received at the State Depart-
ment, but it will not be made pub-

lic. From an unofficial source
many of the facts have been ob-

tained. Thty show there were but
eight American lawyers practicing
in Shanghai before the new court
was established.

Their reputations were such that
Judge Wilfiey decided to made it
impossible for them to continue to
practice. He required them to
pass a legal examination to deter-
mine their knowledge of the law;
and only two of the eight passed;
the remaining six were disbarred.
These men were ' not rejected so
much on nccount of their lack of
knowledge of the law as because
of their lack of integrity and mor-

ality and their questionable prac-
tices before the consular courts.
